A Killer of Hogs Who Has Made 
His Millions. 


CHICAGO, 
Feb. 16.—The 
o t h e r 
d a y a 
Chicago man went down to New York. His 
very approach to the msl/ropolis strength- 
ened stocks in Wall street and caused a 
marked advance in leading sectirities. And 
yet this man is a simple killer of hogs—a 
Chicago butcher. 
Phil Armour is his name 
and 
forty 
years 
ago he was a farm 
boy near 
Water- 
town, N. Y. In 
1849 a schoolboy's 
escapade—a stolen 
c a r r i a g e 
ride 
with a youns lady 
pupil—caused his 
^expulsion 
f r o m 
WaLertown acade- 
(my. The Puritanic 
severity of t h i s 
punishment for an 
innocent 
p r a n k 
was the turning 
point in his life. It 
disgusted him with 
tile prudish precincts of Watertown and 
drove him lorta a fortune seeker. 
Across 
tha plains to California he went, driving 
a 
mule 
team to pay his passage—a 
•trapping, broad-shouldered, green, plucky 
youch, with a few dozen dollars in his pocket 
«nd a keen eye in his head. 
He fell sick en 
rtmte. and hi^ bones were nigh to the sad 
late of bleachiog among the 8and3 and sage 
b m s h o f the Piatte, but he minrived to kiU

millions of porkers, fattened upon the plenty 
of that great American desert 
He reached 
the gold fields, found some dust, saved it, 
and a few years later returned to the states. 
At Milwaukee he engaged modestly in the 
pork packing trade, 
after 
hesitating be- 
tween hogs and lumber, and was thus 
brought into the indus.ry in which he soon 
rose to the position of unrivaled leader. 


At the beginning of the war the packing 
trade was mainly in the east, with New Vork 
as the center. 
Western packers were not 
supposed to amount to much. 
As the war 
w m t on pork went kiting, along with every- 
thing else. 
In the winter of '64 5 it was 
a barrel, and strong at that. 
All of the big 
packers were loading up in anticipation of 
still higher pncea 
But one night. Phil 
Armom- went to bed and dreamed, as he 
says, with his eyes open. 
It was a golden 
dream for him. He saw two armies—one 
strong, well supi>orted, aggre-sive, the other 
weak, though valiant, defending a resource- 
lees country. 
He saw Grant and Sherman 
polling together, and to him the end of the 
Tebellion seemed nigh. 
"The Confederacy is 
coming down," said ho to himself, 
*'and 
pork is coming down with it. Prices are 
now artificial and inflated, and when Rich- 
znond falls they will take a drop." 
And then 
ho turned over and went to sleepu 
But at 4 
BCTt morning he was up—and here we see 
tbe quality of ready decision and energy 
which has been the man's making—and an 
hour before daylight he pulled his partner, 
Plankinton, out of bed. 


The first train for New York that very 
day bore as passengers a modest young ma« 
of 35, a Milwaukee butcher, en route for the 
metropolis to make a million of money. The 
bull operators in pork received him with 
open arms. 
They snapped up his pork in 
1,000 barrel lots at $40, wondering who this 
rash young man was, rushing so fast to his 
ruin. 
But soon their eyes began to open. 
The market sagged off, and then they tried 
to induce Armour to join the bull pool. 
They cajoled and flattered him, and offered 
him big profits if he would close out and 
take the other side of the market 
But the 
young westerner knew a pig from a poke. 
He had befc a cool million that his hog was a 
fat one, and he stuck to his bar^aio. 
When 
prices had dv^-indied to $30 Kingan, a big 
operator of that day, 
declared 
that he 
wanted one more trade. 


"Give me 1,000 barrels at $30 " he said, 
"and you 11 want it back when the price 
touches $60." 


"I'll sell you 1,000 at $30." Armour re- 
plied, "and I'll not deliver you the pork 
until the quotations are $18. 


Armour was right. 
Soon Petersburg fell, 
and perk droppad so fast that it made the 
bulls dizzy. 
Richmon 1 was evacuated, and 
pork collapsed. 
Lying in his bed at Mil- 
waukee he had calculated that the nominal 
end of the rebellion would cut the price of 
pork in two in the middle, and he had calcu- 
lated well. 
Appomattox knocked it down 
to $iy, and he l»gan to make his deliveries. 
But the bulls organized to cheat him of his 
profits. 
They threatened to repudiate their 
contracts. 
Dealmg 
in futures was il- 
legal. anyway, they said, and they did'nt 
propose to sanction illepjal trading. 
Even 
Armour's brokers turned a'^ainst him and 
tried to keep from him the fruits of his vic- 
tory. 
Armour, however, staid right there 
and made hi.s debtors toe the murk. 
Most 
of them paid up. Aud to the brokers who 
had so treaehoi ously turned on him he said: 
"I'll drive you out of business." 
He ke it 
his word. A year later the firm of H. O. 
Armour & Co. was established m xt door to 
the 
offending brokers, and in less than 
half-a-dozen years thereafter the latter took 
down their sign. 


This great success was won with nerve, 
keen perception and sound judsaient. He 
was a bear because he foresaw that the end 
of the war was near at hand. 
He made 
millions because he had the faith to back his 
judgment with his whole fortuuy. 
Such a 
success as this in the speculative 
market 
would have turned the heads of il9 men out 
of 100. They would have continued mere 
gamblers. 
But it was not so with Armour. 
A business man before he was a speculator, 
he returned to his .sticking. 
He establlshtid 
new packing bouses at Chicago and Kansas 
City, and in 187.5 removed to thLs city. His 
bu-iness wa.s that of a killer of animals and 
packir of meats, and he pushod it with 
matchless energy. 
He is a butcher, but a 
big one. 
On his pay roll are 5,000 names. 
He .sold last year, in all the markets of the 
world, $50,000,000 worth of food products. 
No other manufacturing concern in Amer- 
ica enjoys sales as larga 
He has agents 
all oyer the globe, to whom telegrams are 
sent every morning giving the day s quota- 
tions, and Irom whom statements of busi- 
ness are received every night. 
In his great 
office, surrounded by 150 clerks, sits the mil- 
lionaire packer. At bis left is his stenog- 
rapher and pj-ivate secretary; behind him 
his ti'legraph operators working chartered 
wires to New York, Milwaukee and Kansas 
City. 
Hf^ is a boss who works 
with 
his 
men. His clerks 
are all in 
view. 
There are no partitions, no clo.sets, 
not oven an ante-room. 
Rising every morn- 
ing at 5. he breakfasts at 6 aud invariably 
reaches his office uy 7. 
There he remains 
until 6 in the evening. 
One of the sug- 
gestive scenes in Chicago is made up of this 
office palace, through whose great windows 
cverks anl bookkeepers by the score stop 
every mcrniug to gajie as they pass by on 
their way to work. 
Going home in the 
evening they stop again. 
In the morning 
ctiey saw at his desk the millionaire. 
In tha 
evening he was still there, as busy as tie- 
fore. 
Christmas day he worke I till late in 
the afteKuoon, and kept all of his clerks 
half the day. Doubtless he would have 
worked till 6, as usual, had not his wife 
called and coaxed him away. 
Nor did his 
clerks grumble. 
They are well paid, well 
treated, and evei y one of them bore home 
with him a genert us gift from his employer. 
For years it has been Armour's custom to 
meet at dinner two or three times a week 
his chief employes. 
He sits at the head of 
the ta.blo, and himself carves the roast of 
beef or leg of mutton. 
His liauteuants are 
oloae to him. They all understand each 
other, and no man is mora loyally followed. 
Once a month Armour settles the bill at the 
restaurant. 


Armour is a great worker, but he is never 
tired. 
He is hetdthy, active, light-hearted. 
Betakes care of himself. 
Every night he 
snuggles off to his bed in his plain residence 
on Prairie avenue, and sleeps like a black- 
smith. 
Between transactions, each involv- 
ing a million, he can stop and crack a joke. 
At timeii he is almost boyish. 
Neither his 
millions nor his cares seem to age him. 
There is no "style" about him. He lives 
plainly and dresses commonly. 
He keeps 
fewer, horses and servants than some men 
whose fortaaes ar» not equal to his montblj 
i B M M 
H* lUn» to U « O M ft botohib 


and insists that he is only a pig killer. He 
greets his country 
friends with a good- 
natured "How's hogs down your way?' and 
sometimes his eye twinkles as he tells in- 
quisitive newspaper men that he doesn't 
know anything about i t "Pm killing my 
hogs to-dav," he adds, "and haven't time to 
think of anything else." 


On his desk there is always a huge bou- 
quet of fresh fiowers, set in the polished horn 
of an o x 
Beside this horn is placed every 
morning a ticket showing the bank b lance, 
and on the ticket are always seven 
figurea 
Adorning tbe walls are sets of broad horns 
and the stuffed heads of ugly pigs. 
Upon 
the marble floor are samples of the packed 
meats he has to sell, and specimens of scoop 
shovels, nose rings and things which som^ 
body wants him to buv. He is neither proud 
of his millions nor ashamed of his sticking. 


Armour is worth probably 
$20,000.000, 
mainly in cash or securities. 
He is not a 
. large holder of real estate, and it is said he 
I could raise more money on twenty-four 
hours' notice than any other man in Amer- 
' ica, excepting, perhaps, one of the Vander- 
bilts. 
His recent purchase of the largest 
glue factoi-y in the west, for which he paid 
nearly $1.000 000 cash, was but an accident. 
The writer knows that the bargain was 
made, so far as Armour's part in it was con- 
cerned. in le.-s than twenty-four hours. He 
; determined to have a glue factory to work 
up the sui-plus refuse of his packing house, 
and. learaing <-'"at one already established 
• could be purchased, sent for a real estate and 
factory plane expert, rode out to see the 
works, and made his offer in less than three 
hours. 
A week later the tender was ac- 
cepted, and had it not been he.would have 
had a new glua factory going as soon as 
money could get men and machinery t<v 
gether. 


j 
Armour is pre-eminently a business man. 
; He is cautious, and yet dashing. He is big in 
big things and small in small things. He 
knows the value of an eighth of a cent mul- 
tiplied by hundreds of thousands. 
He is to- 
day perhaps the most extensive speculator 
in America 
He rarely loses. 
He calculates 
weU, and always sticks. 
He never deserts a 
cause or a friend. 
In 1880 he was credited 
with engineering a comer in pork. The deal 
was forced on him. In his cellars were thou- 
sands of barrels of pork, which speculators 
began raiding. 
They offered pork in the 
market ar a price below what it cost him to 
pack it. The raiders forced him to "protect 
his cellars." 
He had to put up $1,000,000 in 
ord er to do it, but soon the tide turned his 
way, and the raiders got out of the scrape 
only by putting up $3,000,000 ns tribute. 
Four years ago some of his friends, among 
them his old partner in Milwaukee, became 
involved in a big wheat operation. 
They 
were in danger of being eaten up. 
To save 
them Armour abandoned a contemplated 
trip to Europe, took all the wheat offered at 
fl.35, and for months kept the price of 
wheat in this market twenty-five 
cents 
above quotations in all other markets of the 
world. 
He saved his friends and made 
$1.000,000 for himself. 


The day of the failure of Grant & Ward 
there was a panicky feeling in Chicago, and 
a clique of Iwld bear operators undertook to 
take advantage of the situation and, precipi- 
tate a panic, which must have worked havoc 
in business and financial circles. 
Word was 
sent to Armour, and like a flash came his 
reply: " l a k e all offerings. ' 
He set his mil- 
lions and his name in the path of the wreck- 
ers. and for this was formally thanked by 
leswling Chicago bankers. 


Early last summer there were rumors that 
for once Armonr had changed his custom 
and gone into Wall street. There were shak- 
ings of the head and not a few sneers at the 
pork packer, whom most people expected to 
see eaten up by the rapacious New Yorkers: 
Yet St. Paul, the stock in which he had 
made his mvestments, quickly responded 
with an advance. 
Armour went into S t 
Paul because he could see no reason why the 
stocks of that company should sell thirty 
points beiow t hat of parallel roads no richer 
or more remunerative. 
Following his usual 
custom or" c.irrying speculation and business 
investment side by side, he bought $4,000,000 
of St. Paul stock outright, paying t)5. A n - ' 
other million or two was put in on 
margins 
through 
his bankei-s 
About 
this ojieration there was no secrecy. His 
friends were advised to go in. They were 
told to look out for a rise in St. Paul. Soma 
of them followed his example, and made 
money. 
One or" these was a clerk in his of- 
fice, who invested his savings. $10 ), iu fifty 
shares. 
When St. Paul reached 
he drew 
out his i^rofits, pocketed his $100 and in- 
vested the remainder. 
At 75 he cashed in 
again, and i-e in vested. At 80 he repeated 
the oi)eration, and so on at every five points' 
advance up to 95. In five months he made 
$80,000. aud then had the good sense to draw 
out altogether and invest the proceeds in 
real estate. 
In one pork deal Armour made 
himself a millionaire, and laid the founda- 
tion for liLs great fortune. In one railroad 
operation he has made no less than $5,000,- 
000. 
At one > ound he has become one of the 
kings of Wall street, whose very presence 
within the shadow of old Trinity affects the 
mercury of speculative values. 
For S t 
Paul he has set his mark at $1.35, and if 
within a year 
that mark is reached the 
prince of pork 
will doubtless fulfill t h e . 
prophecy of his friends by becoming the 
railroad king. 


Armour is of medium height, and heavy, 
but not fat. 
His face is full and round, 
without 
fialibiness. 
He speaks rapidly and 
plainly, and uses many favorite expressions. 
His age is 50, and he is a stranger to iiluess. 
His charitias are large, very large. He 
gives away more money 
than any other 
man in Chicago. He is making 
money 
faster thau any other s/?lf-made man in 
America. 
And yet, out at the slock yards, 
within theshadow of his great packing house, 
and close by the tracks over which rumble 
trainloads of his dressed meats consigned to 
all natiou» of the earth, he keeps a spick 
and span butcher shop, where housewivee 
bay tbe choicest roasts and »teaks, and are 
never cheated ia the bargain.

The man who comoa to the Bo-ton saloon at 
the eleventh hour cannot get his whisky, 
save that he is led in a t the back door and 
drinks it sitting down in a stall. 
The same 
regulation applies to Sundays. 
There is no 
getting around the law in Boston. 
But you 
can get over i t 
This restriction conduces to 
the out-door morality of the Boston Sunday, 
and obliges some worthy citizens to get 
drunk on prescriptions put up at drug stores.

females in the afternoon is startling in its 
effects and results. 
Getting into the turmoil 
is getting in;o the involuntary embrace of 
struggling clusters of the New England 
femininity. 


Five-cent stores here are on the increase. 
The ' 'clerks ' are all children, some in age 
not ranking much above babi^. 
It looks as 
if the poorer class put their infants out to 
dry nurse by day in those establishments as 
well as to do their part in making both ends 
meet at home. You can at these commercial 
cribs furnish a house with crockery and 
cooking utensils on the five cent basis.

Boston is the head center for the rub-down 
and polish-off doctors. Some call them "mag- 
netic healers. " They dose their patients with 
"elbow grease." i visit one occasionally, 
and often find him coming from his studio 
in his shirt sleeves i»nd t)ared arms quite ex- 
hausted afier having planed down a patient. 
The theory is that the doctor or doctress is 
a reservoir of vital fluid, and that he i-ubs it 
into the patient, 
it is au improvement on

W a n t s a n fiarly Convention. 


To the Editor of Th® ScNTXirBi.. 


I desire to rater my protest against a 
late connty convention. I do not con- 
sider that it will have mnch weight, as 
you, as well as the Staata-Zeitung^ have 
already declared in favor of a short, 
sharp and decisive campaign, which I 
feel will be advisable as to state matters, 
but will have a disastrous effect in county 
affairs. 


Had we nominated by primary elec- 
tions, the great and only evils of delegate 
conventions would be overcome and 
peace and harmony prevail between 
nominations and elections. 


With our present system of delegate 
conventions we have many disappointed 
subjects to handle, from the fact that 
there are generally from four to ten can- 
didates for each office; but one for each 
position can be nominated, thereupon 
those who fail to receive the coveted 
honor and their friends immediately feel 
and argue that there has been a "sell 
out," "swindle," "dishonorable trick," 
etc., etc. 
This feeling no one man, nor 
set of men, not even experienced and pol- 
ished politicians, are able to overcome, 
subdue or quiet. For the greater the 
effort to put it out the more it spreads— 
no complete or partial remedy or cure 
for it but to let it s( verely alone to wear 
itself out, a thing it has never failed to 
do in time. If thirty or forty disap- 
pointed candidates and their friends 
share this teeling four to six weeks prior 
to the election, -where will the state 
ticket be? • No earthly power can save 
it from defeat. 


The election of a state ticket is mainly 
through the efforts of candidates for 
county offices, and their friends. It is 
their assessments that pay nearly all the 
expenses. 


If matters are reasonably satisfactory 
in county affairs, success is thereby as- 
sured to both state and county tickets. 
County matters will not be in a healthy 
or satisfactory condition with a late 
county corvention. 


No one can blame or censure an un- 
successful candidate for nomination for 
feeling sore and bitter over defeat. This 
soreness and bitterness of feeling is of 
longer duration than a few days or weeks; 
with seme it lasts for life, and results in 
abandonment of party; but with the ma- 
jority, if time be given, better judgment 
prevails, and their feelings and avowal 
of revenge turns to half good nature at 
last, the force and effect of disappoint- 
n^ent wanes and dies out; hence we 
should have early county conventions, 
that time may be given for dissatisfac- 
tion and dissention to die a natural death 
and wounded feelings heal. 


Ill feeling and division does not follow 
the failure of a certain person to receive 
nomination for a state office, there is 
hardly more than one candidate from a 
single connty; the general outbursts and 
breaking of ranks are the outgrowth of 
county matters, and these are what have 
to be looked after and nursed to insure 
success in state matters. It will cost a 
fearful price to try experiments in coun- 
ty matters, the mainstay of democratic 
success in this state. 


Early nominations for 
county 
offices 
does not mean long campaigns. 
Work 
need not and never has opened up until 
so ordered by state 
central 
committee. 
Six weeks campaign is Buflficient, and 
state nominations ought not to be longer 
than six or seven weeks prior to day of 
election. This can be safe, because no 
general disatisfaction arises from defeat 
for nomination for state offices, as is the 
result in county affairs. State and coun- 
ty nominations are two distinct and sep- 
arate issues, and no attempt should be 
made to unite them in the point when 
when nominations should be made. The 
fight for our county nominations are not 
made in any plank of a platform, but to 
get certain persons nominated; the fight 
for the platform, party success, state and 
county tickets comes after the county 
convention. 


Put the state and county convention 
as late as suggested by the Staatszeitung 
or even later than May or June and you 
will bring cartain defeat. 
N o one need 
to sneer at m y ideas, for they are sure to 
follow a late convention. 
It will not re- 
quire a very sharp 
Allen county 
politi- 
cian to see it. 
Look back and consider, 
that within a very few years, there have 
been instances where defeat was certain 
had the election came off within two 
months after the nomination. 


There must be ample time between 
the nominating and electing day to "pour 
oil on the troubled waters," time for ill- 
feeling, hate and revenge to die out, and 
as it were, be forgotten. The force of a 
defeated candidate's argument of how it 
was done wears away and loses its effect 
the oftener he repeats it, and ere many 
moons he with his friends think better of 
it. fall into line and press on to victory. 
But this is not brought about in a twink- 
ling of an eye; it takes time, plenty of 
time, and again I say a late convention 
will nurse this bitter strife instead of al- 
lowing it to go to the four winds. The 
beet politicians cannot fix it without 
plenty of time, if they can at all. 


No one having party instead of oerson- 
al interest at heart will urge a late coun- 
ty convention. Be careful what is done 
just at this time; there is no good nor 
plausible reason, if you stop to consider 
the interest of the 
for departing 


from our usual mle and habit of having 
June conventions, or earlier. 


I, too, have "talked this matter over 
with a good many demócrata, mostly 
from the country," and they are tbe ones 
that changed me from a late to an early 
convention advocate, and they are right 
without a doubt. Stick to the old rule, 
and be rewarded with success; try an 
experiment and suffer defeat.

To the Editor of THE SEKTINEI*. 


I desire to enter my protect against » 


late county convention. 
I do not con- 


lidiT that it will have much weight, as 
yon, as well as the Staats-ZeAtung, have 
already declared in favor of a short, 
sharp and decisive campaign, which I 
feel will be advisable as to state matters, 
but will have a disastrous effect in county 
affairs. 


Had wo nominated by primary elec- 


tions, the great and only evils of delegate 
conventions would be overcome and 
peace and harmony prevail between 
nominations and elections. 


With our present system of delegate 


conventions we have many disappointed 
subjects to handle, from tho fact that 
there are generally from four to ten can- 
didates for each office; but one for each 
position can be nominated, thereupon 
those who fail to receive the coveted 
honor and (heir friends immediately feel 
and argue that there has been a "sell 
out," "swindle," "dishonorable trick," 
etc., etc. 
This feeling no one man, nor 


set of men, not even experienced and pol- 
ished politicians, are able to overcome, 
subdue or quiet. For the greater the 
effort to put it out the more it spreads- 
no complete or partial remedy or cure 
for it but to let it stverely alone to wear 
itself out, a thing it has never failed to 
do in time. If thirty or forty disap- 
pointed candidates and their friends 
share this leeling four to six weeks prior 
to the election, uhere will the state 
ticket be?. No earthly power can sava 
it from defeat. 


The election of a state ticket is mainly 


through the efforts of candidates for 
county offices, and their friends. It ifl 
their assessments that pay nearly all the 
expenses. 


If matters are reasonably satisfactory 


in county affairs, success is thereby as- 
sured to both state and county tickets. 
County matters will not be in a healthy 
or satisfactory condition with a late 
county convention. 


No one can blame or censure an un- 


successful candidate for nomination for 
feeling sore and bitter over defeat. This 
soreness and bitterness of feeling is of 
longer duration than a few days or weeks; 
with some it lasts for life, and results in 
abandonment of party; but with the ma- 
jority, if lime be given, better judgment 
prevails, and their feelings and avowal 
of revenge turns to half good nature at 
last.the force and effect of disappoint- 
ment wanes and dies out; hence we 
should have early county conventions, 
that time may bo given for dissatisfac- 
tion and diaseution to die anatural death 
aud wounded feelings heal. 


from our usual rule and habit ol having 
Jane conventions, or earlier. 


I, too, have "talked this matter over 


with a good many democrats, mostly 
from the country," and they are the ones 
that changed me from a late to an early 
convention advocate, and they are right 
without a doubt.
